Lawrence guilty of tax evasion 


Sheriff may 
take over 
city’s police 

Move would save $125,000 


Well-known Gallatin 
County attorney and busi¬ 
nessman Larry Lawrence 
was found guilty by a jury 
of 11 women and four 
men last Friday, July 6, on 
three counts of federal tax 
evasion. 

During the two week 
trial Assistant U. S. At¬ 
torney Elaine Leonhard 
said federal agents found 
$800,000 in Lawrence’s 
safety deposit boxes. She 
told the jury the money 
was unreported income 
that came from a vari¬ 
ety of sources including 
withdrawals from a spe¬ 
cial escrow account for 
lawyers, reimbursed ex¬ 
penses from lawyers who 
rented office space from 
Lawrence, rental income 
from those same lawyers, 
rental income from resi¬ 
dential tenants and cash 
from Racers, the strip 
club Lawrence owned in 
Sparta. 

Supposedly some of 
the money also came 
from dancers at Racers 


who placed cash in white 
envelopes every week and 
delivered them to Law¬ 
rence. The dancers were 
also charged a parking fee 
to work at the club, which 
is located on Boone Road 
just off 1-71 near the Ken¬ 
tucky Speedway. 

Lawrence was found 
guilty on three counts 
of filing false tax returns 
in 2005, 2006 and 2007. 
He’ll be sentenced by U. 
S. District Judge Danny 
Reeves on Oct. 29, and 
could get up to three 
years in prison. Lawrence 
can remain free up until 
then as long as he posts 
a $300,000 bond by this 
Wednesday, July 11. The 
felony conviction also 
means Lawrence will lose 
his license to practice law. 

During the trial Law¬ 
rence’s defense attorney, 
James Kiefer of Indianap¬ 
olis admitted some of the 
rental income, expense 
reimbursements and 
withdrawals should have 
been recorded as taxable 


income but blamed the 
mistake on a bookkeep¬ 
er. He also said some of 
the money from the strip 
club was repayment of 
a loan Lawrence made 
to the club and was not 
taxable. He said Racers 
and the neighboring busi¬ 
nesses Lawrence owned 
including the Finish Line 
Marathon station and the 
Speedway Inn motel nev¬ 
er made a profit.

Glencoe City Council 
voted to donate $1,000 
to the fire department at 
Monday ’ s meeting. The 
move was in apprecia¬ 
tion for the volunteer fire 
fighters and emergency 
services personnel. 

Council member Mike 
Hampton described how 
the county approved 
$10,000 to send four 
Glencoe residents to EMT 
training. Hampton is one 
of these. 

Additionally, Mayor 
Jim Nantz explained how 
Glencoe’s fire chief Bud 
Webster acquired an am¬ 
bulance at no charge and 
that Gallatin County pro¬ 
vided the necessary mon¬ 
ey to outfit the new rig. 

Initially, council mem¬ 
ber Rick Dunaway of¬ 
fered to make a $750 do¬ 
nation, saying: “At least 
give them enough money 
to give them the equip¬ 
ment they need,” he said. 

Council member Char¬ 
lotte Adams agreed with 
Dunaway and offered to 


After the verdict, Law¬ 
rence said he had been or¬ 
dered not to comment on 
the case. Before the trial, 
he said he never hid any 
income from the govern¬ 
ment and faithfully paid 
his taxes every year. He 
said if there were inac¬ 
curacies in any of his 
returns, it was either be¬ 
cause of mistakes made 
by his bookkeeper or ac¬ 
countant. 


increase the donation to 
$1,000. She cited the ben¬ 
efits to elderly residents of 
having a local ambulance 
service instead of waiting 
for emergency medical 
services from Warsaw. 

Dunaway was in strong 
support and the council 
members present (JuJu 
Sullivan and Julia Proctor 
were absent) voted unani¬ 
mously for the $1,000 
amount. The 2012 bud¬ 
get was quickly amended, 
also by unanimous vote, 
to allow it. In 2011, the 
city’s budget didn’t per¬ 
mit more than a $500 pay¬ 
ment to the department. 

When asked if the do¬ 
nation would be the same 
each year, Mayor Nantz 
said this year’s increase 
was due to a sound finan¬ 
cial base for the city. “It 
could be more next year, 
it could be less”, he said. 
“But it’s never enough to 
express our true appre¬ 
ciation for our fire depart¬ 
ment.” 

The council also voted 
to donate $500 to the Gall-

Warsaw may give con¬ 
trol of policing the city to 
the Gallatin County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office. 

At Monday’s coun¬ 
cil meeting, Mayor C.E. 
French said Warsaw 
needed to enter an “Inter- 
Local Agreement” with 
the sheriff to address the 
city’s financial problems. 
The city has a $195,000 
budget deficit. 

“There are two reasons 
we need to look at this,” 
French said in a Tues¬ 
day interview with the 
News. “One, it will give 
us 24-hour police protec¬ 
tion. The second reason 
is financial. It would save 
$125,000 per year. I don’t 
want to do it but I don’t 
see any other way.” 

Under a typical Inter- 
Local Agreement, War¬ 
saw’s police department 
would be disbanded. The 
city’s officers would be¬ 
come deputies of the sher¬ 
iff who would then assign 
them to cover Warsaw. 


Much needed rain 
moved into Gallatin 
County late Sunday after¬ 
noon and ended a record 
heat wave that broiled 
the region for 11 straight 
days. During that time, 
high temperatures were 

94 degrees or higher each 
day and five record high 
temperatures were set. 

The heat wave began 
on June 28, when the high 
temperature reached 101 
degrees according to the 
National Weather Service. 
It was a record-high 101 
degrees on June 29, a re¬ 
cord 98 degrees on June 
30, 96 degrees on July 1, 

95 degrees on July 2, 94 
degrees on July 3,100 de¬ 
grees on July 4, a record 
99 degrees on July 5, a re¬ 
cord 104 degrees on July 
6, a record 104 degrees on 
July 7, and 100 degrees on 
Sunday, July 8. 

Compounding the mis¬ 
ery, no rain fell on the 
county through the period 
until last Sunday. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Sunday’s rainfall 
was spotty with some ar¬ 
eas in the upper end of the 
county receiving as much 
as two inches and other 
areas near the Markland 
Dam receiving almost 
none at all. The county 
has received about four 
inches of rain less than 
average so far this year. 

Gallatin County isn’t 
the only area feeling the 
heat recently. The Na-

tional Oceanic and Atmo¬ 
spheric Administration 
(NOSS) reported Tuesday 
that the period from Janu¬ 
ary through June this year 
has been “the warmest 
first half of any year on 
record for the contiguous 
United States.” 

Record-breaking tem¬ 
peratures scorched most 
of the country in June 
with more than 170 re¬ 
cords broken or tied dur¬ 
ing the month. The first 
six months of the year 
have also been drier than 
usual. 

This week should be 
warm and sunny in Gall¬ 
atin County with highs 
reaching the upper 80s 
and lows falling to the 
mid-60s each day. No rain 
is expected until Saturday 
when scattered thunder¬ 
storms are expected to 
pop up across the region.

There s gold in them thar pensions!

For Kentucky legislators, the 
gold rush isn’t an historical phe¬ 
nomenon of sunny California’s 
past. It’s happening here and now 
in the Bluegrass State. 

That’s largely because of 
House Bill 299, a little piece of 
legislation passed in 2005 that 
supersized our elected public ser¬ 
vants’ pensions. 

If the media attention and 
public outrage earned pension- 
increasing legislation in 1982 the 
label of “greed bill,” an appropri¬ 
ate name for the 2005 law might 
be the “golden greed bill”. 

But this gold won’t be taken 
from previously untapped re¬ 
sources in the Golden State to 
benefit an entire nation. Rather, it 
comes from Kentucky taxpayers’ 
wallets for the betterment of an 
affluent political class. 

The bill bases legislators’ pen¬ 
sions on their highest salaries for 
three years in any government 
position. 

So, state lawmakers who earn 
part-time salaries of $40,000 
while in office but then work in 
other, six-figure positions get a 
pension based on the higher sala¬ 
ries. 

An egregious example is for¬ 
mer Rep. Harry Moberly, D- 
Richmond, who could get nearly 
$3 million in additional taxpayer- 
funded legislative pension ben¬ 
efits during his lifetime. 

Moberly can base his legis¬ 
lative pension on his salary of 
more than $168,000 per year as 
an Eastern Kentucky University 
administrator rather than on the 
$41,000 average salary he made 
during his final years as a legisla¬ 
tor. It all adds up to a legislative 
pension of nearly $128,000 more 
per year than it would have been 


without HB 299. 

After sitting in the legislature for 
a quarter-century, Moberly “maxed 
out” his legislative pension, making 
him eligible to draw a retirement 
check equal to 100 percent of his 
part-time legislative salary. It takes 
state employee 52 years of full-time 
work to max out their pensions. 

Moberly, according to the report, 
“somehow was able to drop out 
of KERS so he could enroll in the 
teachers’ retirement system through 
his employer, Eastern Kentucky 
University - a move believed to 
have been done to enhance one or 
more of his three government pen¬ 
sions: legislative, KERS and uni¬ 
versity.” 

In fact, Frankfort’s full of such 
double- (even triple-) dipping. 

Sens. Walter Blevins, D-More- 
head, and Dan Seum, R-Fairdale, 
and Reps. Tom Burch, D-Louisville, 
Jody Richards, D-Bowling Green, 
Tom Riner, D-Louisville, and House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo, D-Prestons- 
burg, all will draw both legislative 


and state workers’ pensions. 

Stumbo will get a legislative pen¬ 
sion based on his four years as attor¬ 
ney general rather than the quarter- 
century he has served as a legislator 
in the House. 

Without reciprocity and double¬ 
dipping, the Speaker would get a 
legislative pension of about $40,000. 
However, the “golden greed bill” 
gives him a pension of $98,000 per 
year for the rest of his life, plus cost- 
of-living increases. It all could add 
up to a lifetime pension bonus of 
around $1.24 million. 

Meanwhile, lawmakers voted not 
to include raises for state workers 
during the past two years while re¬ 
moving cost-of-living increases for 
retirees from the current budget. 

HB 299 puts elected officials 
in a retirement class all their own. 
And lawmakers who tackle this is¬ 
sue will have to confront a crucial 
special-interest group: themselves.

If you’re planting your 
garden by the phases of 
the moon and signs of the 
zodiac, below is the infor¬ 
mation for this week. 

At this point there are 
just two “keep-an-eye 
ons:” The moisture level 
in the garden and the days 
to maturity for seedlings 
and seeds.

Watering 


I know I’ve already 
written about watering 
your garden recently; but 
with all the “dryness” go¬ 
ing on, I figure it won’t 
hurt to remind you again. 
And heck, if you water 
right, it won’t hurt your 
water bill as much either. 

When summer weather 
heats up with no sign of 
rain, gardeners hook up 
the water hose to give 
their thirsty landscapes 
a drink. It seems like a 
simple task, but there are 
some ways to ensure you 


get the most from your ef¬ 
forts. 

Plants benefit more 
from occasional heavy wa¬ 
tering than from frequent 
shallow watering. Water 
equal to about 1 inch of 
rain penetrates the soil to 
a depth of about 6 inches 
which is enough to sustain 
most plants for a week. 
Light watering generally 
wets the soil to a depth 
of only an inch or less. 
This top inch of soil may 
hold some of the plant’s 
roots, but it will dry very 
rapidly. That means the 
water is not available to 
the plant for very long. It 


is much more effective to 
water less frequently and 
more thoroughly. During 
hot weather, some plants 
will wilt toward the end 
of the day - this is normal 
even if the soil has enough 
moisture. Look at plants 
in the morning for signs 
of drought stress (wilting, 
cupping of leaves, rolling 
of grass blades) and apply 
water when these signs 
are present. Wait until the 
next morning if you only 
see these signs at night. 

When you need to wa¬ 
ter your landscape, use a 
hose attachment to ap¬ 
ply water to the base of 
the plant. A nozzle with 
multiple settings breaks 
the water into finer drop¬ 
lets that soak more easily 
into the soil. Apply water 
for several minutes before 
moving the hose to the 
next area. You can check 
with a hand spade to see 
how far down the soil has 
gotten moist. Try to apply 
enough water to soak to a 
depth of 6 inches. Soaker 
or drip hoses also are effi¬ 
cient and effective ways to 
water large areas. Plan to 
run this type of irrigation 
system for several hours 
to accomplish a thorough 
watering. 

Morning is the best 
time to take care of any 
overhead watering. This 
gives wet foliage a chance 
to dry in the sun. Flowers, 
leaves and stems that stay 
wet for several hours can 
have a higher incidence of 
disease.

Achievement Program 

teaches about goals 

Throughout their 4-H 
career, young people are 
encouraged to set and 
reach goals. No program 
better exemplifies this 
than the Kentucky 4-H 
Achievement Program. 

The Achievement Pro¬ 
gram replaced the 4-H 
Honors Program in Sep¬ 
tember 2011. The new 
program allows 4-H’ers to 
start accumulating points 
as soon as they start their 
4-H careers and to begin 
earning recognition in the 
sixth grade. With a new 
4-H program year begin¬ 
ning in September, now is 
the time for 4-H’ers to be¬ 
gin thinking about joining 
this program. 

In the Achievement 
Program, young people 
can earn points toward the 
completion of each of five 
non-competitive levels by 
participating in various 
leadership opportunities, 
projects, activities and 
events. Points are given 
based on whether the ac¬ 
tivity occurred at the coun¬ 
ty, district, state or nation¬ 
al levels, with point totals 
ranging from county level 
events earning one point 
to national events receiv¬ 
ing four points. The pro¬ 
gram’s non-competitive 
levels range from Level I 
which requires 25 points 
and being a sixth-grader 
to Level V where a 4-H’er 
earns 200 points and is in 
the 10th grade. 

Students who complete 
either Level I or Level II 
of the program will re¬ 
ceive a certificate at the 
4-H Teen Summit. 

Levels III, IV and V 
have the opportunity 
to apply for additional 
competitive achievement 
awards. These awards in¬ 
clude bronze, silver, gold 
and emerald levels. To 
reach the bronze level, 
4-H’ers must be in the 
eighth grade and reached 
Level III. Each of the 
state’s seven districts can 
choose to submit the ap¬ 
plications of 15 4-H’ers, 


and those 105 receive a 
$50 scholarship to the 4-H 
Teen Conference. 

To apply for the silver 
level, 4-H’ers must be in 
at least the ninth grade 
and earned the Level IV 
award. Once again, each 
district can submit the ap¬ 
plications of 15 4-H’ers, 
but of those 105 appli¬ 
cants, 60 are selected. 
Those 60 receive a $125 
scholarship to the Teen 
Conference. 

4-H’ers in the 10th 
grade who have reached 
Level V can apply for 
the gold award. Gold ap¬ 
plicants must complete a 
community service proj¬ 
ect. For the project, the 
4-H’er interviews commu¬ 
nity members about prob¬ 
lems in the community, 
decides on one problem 
to concentrate on, devel¬ 
ops a solution and leads 
a group of individuals to 
complete it. Each district 
can submit 10 applicants 
for the gold award. Of the 
70 statewide applicants, 
30 are selected. Gold

The Kentucky Traveler: Jewelry maker is bored no more! by Don White 


Becky DeBord had 
grown tired of life as a 
housewife and longed for 
a career. 

“You can only run the 
vacuum so many times 
before it becomes boring,” 
she says. 

After her daughter, Al¬ 
lison, started high school, 
she decided to explore al¬ 
ternatives. 

“I don’t have a college 
degree, but I’ve always 
had a craftiness about me,” 
says the resident of Park 
Lane in Science Hill and 
wife of Ernie, retired teach¬ 
er, coach and principal at 
Science Hill Elementary. 

Locked away in her 
jewelry box was a piece of 
paper she had picked up on 
a trip to Gatlinburg. It of¬ 
fered detailed information 
about a school in Georgia 


offering classes in making 
jewelry. 

But not just any jewel¬ 
ry .beautiful handcrafted 

bracelets, rings, pendants, 
and other items fashioned 
from wire. 

In 2000, she and Allison, 
a 2004 graduate of Somer¬ 
set High, took a week-long 
class at the William Hol¬ 
land School of Lapidary 
Arts, and she was hooked. 

“I was determined to 
learn and took the class 
four straight years.” 

She must have learned 
her lessons well, because 
from 2005 through 2010, 
she was invited back to 
teach. 

Becky went on to 
serve as president of the 
Kentucky Guild of Artists 
and Craftsmen, and is a 
member of the Sheltowee 


Artisan Guild. 

Wire Works Jew¬ 
elry is operated out of 
the DeBord’s attractive 
home, and involves not 
only Becky, but Ernie and 
Allison, as well. 

Allison, who is married 
to Jesse Daughetee, left her 
job at the Citizens Bank 
branch in Science Hill to 
work full time with her 
parents in the fall of 2010. 

“Ernie runs the house¬ 
hold while we’re working 
and does all my paperwork 
and order taking. Friends 
call him my secretary.” 
says Becky, noting she 
hopes Allison will take 
over the business one day. 

Becky, whose maiden 
name is Muse, is a 1973 
graduate of Pulaski High. 
She also has one son, Mat¬ 
thew Hardwick of Science 


Hill. 

Traditional techniques 
and a variety of tools, in¬ 
cluding pliers and wire 
cutters, are used in hand¬ 
crafting the jewelry from 
sterling silver and 14k 
gold-filled wire fashioned 
around a variety of semi¬ 
precious stones and beads. 

A counter in the 
DeBord’s kitchen serves as 
their workshop, and Becky 
notes she started out using 
a set of tools purchased 
from Sears. 

Becky’s products have 
been purchased by people 
in all 50 states, and “I’ve 
lost track of how many dif¬ 
ferent counties around the 
world,” she says. 

‘This business has been 
very good to us,” she adds. 

She knew things might 
turn out well when her first 


venture into selling was 
done at a Founder’s Day 
held on Fountain Square. 

“I took a chair and card 
table down there to display 
my work and made $600 
in one day,” she says. “It 
was great!” 

“I thought I was loaded 
because I had made it on 
my own.” 

Items range in price 
from $37 to $200 and re¬ 
quire between 30 minutes 
and two and a half hours to 
manufacture. 

The Debords, who re¬ 
cently returned from a 
month-long stay at the 
Gospel and Harvest Festi¬ 
val in Dollywood, partici¬ 
pate in more than a dozen 
juried shows each year in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
Florida. 

“This job requires lots 


of patience and skill,” says 
Becky, noting she learned 
from teaching classes in 
her home that it’s not for 
everybody. 

She estimates there are 
only five other people in 
Kentucky doing a full line 
of wire jewelry. 

Her favorite item to 
make? 

Bracelets. 

“I love bracelets, and no 
one does them like I do. 

The woman who once 
grew tired of not having a 
career says she now never 
tires of answering the ques¬ 
tion she gets most often. 

Looking at the display 
of glittering jewelry in 
wide-eyed amazement, 
people say, “How do you 
do that?” 

Becky DeBord is bored 
no more!
